Craft it, print it, stitch it, solve it—batteries aren’t included 
in resurgent hobbies that sometimes evolve into businesses

It’s a Wednesday night in the Gold Coast, and elbows 
squirm for leverage on the bar. 

A weeknight crowd battling for the bartender’s 
attention? Nope. 

Patrons served too much whiskey? Not even. 

They’re crocheting. 

This is stitch ’n’ bitch at Mother’s Too, where every 
Wednesday the bar becomes the hangout for a group 
of women who chat a bit and sip their drinks, but 
mostly concentrate on their needles and yarn. 

Informal meetings set in bars that blast rock music 
and feature pool tables eschew the perception that 
crochet is “boring,” “stuffy” or “grandma” stuff, said 
Jenny Whaley, 37, founder of the Mother’s Too stitch 
n’ bitch, called Happy Hookers. 

“My grandmother was a burlesque dancer in the 
30s, and she took her crochet wherever she went,” 
said Whaley, a bartender at Mother’s Too. 

While most people don’t have the influence of a hip 
and sexy grandma, a growing number of hobbyists are 
adopting pastimes usually associated with the octoge- 
narian set. Whether it’s video gamers who find a love 
for board games, graphic designers who screen-print 
for fun, or the thousands of hobbyists who sell their 
sewn, stitched and otherwise handmade goods, enter- 
tainment-seekers in Chicago and beyond are turning 
off their gadgets and turning back the clock with retro 
hobbies. 

Once viewed as a fringe activity, crafting items such 
a clothes, jewelry and paper products now is accept- 
ed as a hip and viable source of merchandise, said 
Danny Orendorff, assistant coordinator of Chicago’s 
Renegade Craft Fair, a traveling carnival of handmade 
commerce that takes over Division Street in Wicker 
Park one weekend a summer and returns around the 
holidays. 

Renegade began in Chicago eight years ago with 
75 vendor booths. In 2009, the organization hosted 
seven fairs in five cities, with an average of 275 booths 
at each. 

Orendorff credits DIY site etsy.com for the flour- 
ishing handmade culture. Something of a mecca for 
handmade online commerce, etsy.com announced ina 
recent report that $180 million in goods was sold on the 
site in 2009, up 105 percent from the previous year. 


“It took a while for people to understand that just 
because something is handmade it’s not a flimsy piece 
of junk,” he said. 

Screen printing and bookbinding have become 
so popular that several graduates of Columbia 
College’s Center for Book and Paper Arts have 
turned their Chicago studios into spaces from 
which they sell their wares and offer classes, 
according to April Sheridan, a studio technician at 
Columbia. No Coast Collective in Pilsen, Spudnick 
Press in Ukrainian Village, and Evanston Print and 
Paper are just a few examples of the boom in old- 
fashioned bookbinding. 

“All of those places started with just a few people 
who hada common interest in printing, but it’s grown 
exponentially,” Sheridan said. 

So with all of the modern hobbies available, why 
are more people passing their free time with activi- 
ties that have been around for decades—or even 
centuries? 

Former video gamer and IT worker Linda Schmidt 
just got sick of staring at a screen. 

“T couldn't stand being in front of a computer any- 
more, or a TV,” she said. “I totally dropped it, and I 
haven't picked it back up.” 

Schmidt turned to board gaming—something 
she picked up during her and her husband’s court- 
ship—and in 2008 the couple opened Cat & Mouse, 
a Bucktown storefront stacked floor-to-ceiling with 
non-electronic games. 

Most customers are in their 20s and 30s, she esti- 
mated. 

“I’ve been playing board games off and on since 
I was a kid,” Schmidt said. “That’s one nice thing 
about board games —you can do them for your whole 
life.” 

Jessica Herman, 28, a dabbler in retro hobbies, uses 
the activities to unwind. She has taken a bookbinding 
class, owns a sewing machine, occasionally belongs to 
a book club and is no stranger to a Scrabble game. 
The past few years, she’s been knitting with a group 
of friends. 

“Tm not attempting to do any complicated pat- 
terns,” she said. “I just pick something that’s pretty 
mindless, and it’s a way for me to feel like I’m being 
productive while also relaxing.”

Slow starter

There’s a lot to be said for a slow, 

easy brunch— especially after a hard 
night out. And now that River North's 
Mercadito offers its 4-month-old 
Sunday brunch on Saturdays too, there’s 
relief in the form of steak tacos and 
tequila-spiked bloody marys all week- 
end long.

Jager 
Nightcap: Para la Cruda (for the raw), 
which includes hangover-minimizing 
chilaquiles verdes (we suggest add- 
ing the optional fried egg for $2) and 
caldo de camaron (tequila-spiked spicy 
shrimp broth). 

The bad news: You'll have to wait 
for it. And not just for a few minutes,

either. Though dining at the caliber to 
which Mercadito aspires requires some 
finesse—and the slick decor and metic- 
ulous tequila selection certainly signal 
youre not at some 24-hour diner—ser- 
vice is sluggish. If only we'd had a basket 
of warm tortilla chips from the guaca- 
mole counter (just steps away!) to help 
pass the time. 

The solution? Order at least one of 
three guacamoles ($7.50 for one, $9.50 
for two) —first because chips here aren't 
complimentary, and second because the 
mango guac is a must. The sweet-salty 
mix of jicama, chipotle and pico de gallo

To that 
end, our server recommended the Maria 
Sangrita, a thin version of a bloody 
maria made with pomegranate, green 
chiles, tomatoes, cucumbers, oranges 
and tequila.

Celebrity chef Bobby Flay grilled steaks 
with President Obama last summer and 
called the experience “probably my greatest 
professional moment.” 

White House executive chef Cristeta 
Comerford says she appreciates the talented 
chefs who visit her kitchen and thinks the 
exchange makes for good meals. 

“Their different style and their repertoire, 
it’s really good to see that,” Comerford said. 


“Seeing the way they work, the message and 
technique they offer, it’s really a great thing 
for us.” 

The Obamas took the trend to TV in 
January when “Super Chef Battle” visited 
the White House. Comerford paired with 
Flay to win a battle over the team of chefs 
Emeril Lagasse and Mario Batali on the 
“Iron Chef” episode. 

While Comerford has been more visible, 
the position of White House chef has been 
largely unknown in the past, said former 
White House executive chef Walter Scheib, 
who cooked for Presidents Bill Clinton and 
George W. Bush. 

“You just don’t exist for all intents 
and purposes,” Scheib said. “You are the 
most famous anonymous chef on Earth. 
Everybody talks about it, but nobody really 
knows about it.”

LOS ANGELES Got a fur coat gathering dust? 
The Humane Society suggests the ultimate 
recycling—putting it on the backs of other 
animals. 

The Coats for Cubs program by the Humane 
Society of the United States helps orphaned, 
injured or sick wild- 
life by gathering fur 
coats and using them 
for nests, bedding or 
cuddly replacements 
for mom and dad. In 
2009, 2,687 fur items 
were donated. 

“We use the dis- 
carded furs as bed- 
ding to give the ani- 
mals comfort and 
reduce stress,” said 
Michael Markarian, 
the agency’s chief 
operating officer in 
Washington, D.C. 
“The fur garments act as a surrogate mother. 
It is a warm and furry substitute.” 

The coats go to wildlife rehabilitation cen- 
ters that take in baby raccoons, chipmunks, 
squirrels, coyotes, skunks and other animals, 
and has helped thousands of animals since it 
began in 2005 with the Fund for Animals. 

Markarian said many of the coats are donat- 
ed by people who find fur to be inhumane— 
whether the animals are trapped in steel-jawed 
traps or raised on factory farms. 

For those who have fur and no longer want 
to wear it, “This is a great way for them to give 
back to the animals,” he said.
